One week after the province said 
the Royal Alberta Museum was 
stalled due to a lack of federal 
funding, Edmonton-Spruce Grove 
MP Rona Ambrose issued a 
release stating Ottawa could dig 
for more money, at the expense 
of the LRT. 

“I have spoken with both the 
province of Alberta and the may¬ 
or of Edmonton and they have 
confirmed that their priority — 
recognizing there is a finite 
amount of infrastructure fund¬ 
ing for municipalities — is the 
Royal Alberta Museum,” wrote 
Ambrose. 

Ambrose added that, as min¬ 
ister for Northern Alberta, she 
“will continue to work on behalf 
of Edmontonians to secure fund¬ 
ing for this project.” 


Mayor Stephen Mandel dis¬ 
agreed that his focus had been 
rerouted from the LRT. 

“My priority’s not changed,” 
Mandel said yesterday. 

Mandel said the LRT is not far 
enough along to warrant a push 
for federal cash, so it’s not an 
either/or push for funds. 

“There’s nothing we have on 
the horizon (for the LRT) that’s 
going to be worth asking the fed¬ 
eral government (for funds) in the 
next year,” he said. 

Cam Traynor, spokesperson for 
Alberta’s minister of infrastruc¬ 
ture, Jeff Johnson, said the 
province takes Ambrose’s words 
as a step in the right direction for 
the RAM. 

“What the statement says is 
they are reconsidering federal 
funding for the museum, and 
from our perspective that’s good 
news,” said Traynor.

Alberta may speed ahead 
of B.C.’s drunk-driving 
model, the harshest in the 
country, Transportation 
Minister Ray Danylulc says. 

“We are not cloning 
B.C.’s legislation. We need 
to look at all legislation 
and regulation around in¬ 
dividuals who drive with 
alcohol consumption or 
are impaired,” Danylulc 
said. 

He stressed that a pro¬ 
posed law, first floated by 
Premier Alison Redford 
two weeks ago in a joint 
news conference with B.C. 
Premier Christy Clark, 
could be ready for debate 
when the legislature 
resumes sitting on Nov. 

21 . 

“We are looking at not 
only the .05 to the .08, but 
we’re also looking at 
repeat offenders on the 
.08, and individuals that 
are chronic abusers at 
higher levels,” he said. 

Const. Ian Brooks, with 
the impaired driving coun¬ 
termeasures unit of the 
Edmonton Police Service, 
said additional penalties 
for drivers who have had 
multiple 24-hour suspen¬ 
sions could be “a valuable 
deterrent.” 

As could targeting driv¬ 
ers at .05, which is when 
impairment starts to 
show, he added. 

“They had a significant 
reduction in the number 
of fatalities in B.C. as a re¬ 
sult of people not trying to 
do the math and 
determine if they’re at 
0.08,” Brooks said. “It 
could change people’s atti¬ 
tudes.”

Fire guts six businesses

Six businesses are in ruins 
after a three-alarm fire gut¬ 
ted an industrial building. 

Dave Bassett, who owns 
the building at 121 Avenue 
and 68 Street, got a call 
from his alarm company at 
about 11 p.m. on Tuesday 
when sensors went off. 

“As soon as I came 
around the corner, I saw 
eveiy firefighter in the city 
was here,” said Bassett,

tom Woodcrafts, which 
was reduced to rubble. 

“Everyone has insur¬ 
ance, but that doesn’t do 
any good in the short 
term,” he said. 


► About 65 firefighters 
battled the blaze at its 
height and crews 
continued to douse hot 
spots yesterday morning. 

► The cause of the $ 6 -million 
fire, still under investiga¬ 
tion, was not known at 
press time. 


Bassett said he initially 
worried his son and anoth¬ 
er employee could be in¬ 
side since they had been 
working late. 

Teriy Billey watched his 


livelihood go up in flames 
as crews fought to contain 
the fire until yesterday 
morning. 

“Everything was in 
there. My product was in 
there,” said Billey, who 
owns two of the displaced 
businesses, T and B Liq¬ 
uidators and Affordable 
Food Stop. 

Billey said he saw the 
roof collapse and mattress¬ 
es from a furniture store 
feed the fire. 

The building also 
housed a plumbing compa¬ 
ny and glass shop.

“At some point we will. 
We are not trying to create 
any kind of incident,” said 
Young. 

Instead, he hopes the lo¬ 
cal Occupy movement will 
vacate on its own. 

“I think anyone would 
agree it’s not a safe, secure 
place ... that should not be 
occupied long-term,” said 
Young.

A Montreal woman accused 
of killing her three daugh¬ 
ters slowly changed her 
tune during a six-hour in¬ 
terrogation, as the investi¬ 
gator tried to appeal to 
motherly guilt, but he sug¬ 
gested her new stoiy was 
just as implausible, court 
heard yesterday 

Tooba Mohammad 
Yahya, 41, her husband, Mo¬ 
hammad Shafia, 58, and 
their son, Hamed Moham¬ 
mad Shafia, 20, are all 
charged with four counts of 
first-degree murder in the 
deaths of three Shafia sis¬ 
ters and Shafia’s other wife 
in a polygamous marriage. 
They have pleaded not 
guilty. 

Yahya, Shafia and Hamed 
were arrested July 22, 2009, 
and yesterday the jury 
watched much of the video 
of the long interrogation of 
Tooba. RCMP Insp. Shahin 
Mehdizadeh was brought in 
to conduct the interview in 
Farsi. 

For much of the inter¬ 
view, Mehdizadeh goes over

Ex-soldier testifies in own defence in comrade’s death 


A former Canadian soldier 
charged in the shooting 
death of a fellow reservist 
in Afghanistan told his 
court martial yesterday he 
fired his weapon instinc¬ 
tively when he saw a gun 
pointed at his head. 

However, Matthew 


Wilcox admitted the only 
other person inside the tent 
that day at Kandahar Air¬ 
field had to be his best 
friend, Cpl. Kevin Megeney 
— the man he is accused of 
fatally shooting. 

Wilcox, who is facing a 
second court martial in the 


case, also denied telling 
anyone that the two in¬ 
fantrymen from Nova Sco¬ 
tia were playing a game of 
“quick draw” when his gun 
went off on March 6, 2007. 

Testifying in his own de¬ 
fence, the 26-year-old from 
Glace Bay told the military 


court he knowingly failed 
to remove a loaded maga¬ 
zine from his nine-millime¬ 
tre Browning pistol before 
entering the tent he shared 
with Megeney. 

Wilcox said he left the 
magazine in the semi-auto¬ 
matic weapon because he 


was too busy carrying his 
gear after completing a 
long shift guarding the 
camp’s main gate. 

When defence lawyer 
David Bright asked him 
how he felt after the shoot¬ 
ing, Wilcox replied, “Horri¬ 
ble, sir.”

Immigration Minister Ja¬ 
son Kenney plans to hold 
immigration levels steady 
next year, but the mix 
of immigrants will 
change. 

There will be more 
skilled workers — espe¬ 
cially white-collar workers 

— as well as higher num¬ 
bers of refugees, parents 
and grandparents, Kenney 
told reporters after 
tabling his 2011 annual 
report yesterday. 

But there will be fewer 
spouses and dependent 
children, and fewer live-in 
caregivers, Kenney added 

— not because Ottawa 
doesn’t want them, but 
because they are not com¬ 
ing in numbers as large as 
in the past.

Assange loses legal battle

Time seems to be running 
out for Julian Assange, 
whose long battle to avoid 
extradition to Sweden 
over suspected rape and 
molestation cases appears 
likely to end in failure un¬ 
less he can get Britain’s 
highest court to hear an 
appeal. 

In a major setback yes¬ 
terday in London’s High 
Court, two British judges 
rejected Assange’s move 


to block extradition to 
face questioning in Swe¬ 
den. 

Court officials said that 
Assange is planning to try 
and take the high-profile 
case to Britain’s Supreme 
Court. 

“He has indicated that 
he plans to launch an ap¬ 
peal,” a spokeswoman for 
the Judicial Office said on 
condition of anonymity 
because she wasn’t au¬ 


thorized to give her 
name. 

It is possible his re¬ 
quest for an appeal will 
be turned down, making 
extradition virtually in¬ 
evitable.

Rare white 
kiwi regains 
her mojo 

She’s grumpy, grouchy and 
packs a good kick. Just like 
a healthy kiwi should. 

Manukura, the white ki¬ 
wi, is among the rarest of 
birds. And she appears to 
have regained her mojo af¬ 
ter a heart scare during sur¬ 
gery Friday to remove a 
stone from her gizzard. 

That means watch out - 
even if the six-month-old 
flightless bird weighs just 
two pounds. 

“You try to grab her and 
she kind of karate chops 
you,” said veterinarian Lisa 
Argilla, at the Wellington 
Zoo, where Manukura is re¬ 
cuperating. “She growls 
and she grumbles and she’s 
getting really stroppy. So 
that’s great, that’s normal 
kiwi behaviour, and we 
love it when our patients 
do that.” 

When she was bom May 
1, native Maori leaders 
took it as an omen. Her 
Maori name means “of 
chiefly status” and some 
believe her arrival heralds 
a new beginning. 

Although a little under¬ 
weight, Manukura 
developed normally 
enough until about two 
weeks ago, when rangers at 
the wildlife centre noticed 
she wasn’t eating. She was 
taken to the zoo where an 
X-ray revealed she’d 
swallowed two stones, the 
larger of which was about 
the size of a gumball. 

It’s not unusual for birds 
to eat stones to help with 
digestion, but Manukura 
only managed to pass one 
of the stones naturally. 

So she was taken to the 
Wellington Hospital, where 
a urologist was able to zap 
the stone with a laser to re¬ 
duce its size and then 
remove it through her 
beak, said Argilla — but 
not before the bird’s heart 
rate dropped precipitously 
at one point, giving staff a 
scare, the associated press

Energy company admits 
bracking’ caused tremors 



O Hydraulic fracturing on rise 
O Critics say it could poison water 


The only company in 
Britain using hydraulic 
fracturing to release natu¬ 
ral gas from shale rock said 
yesterday that the contro¬ 
versial technique probably 
did trigger earth tremors 
in April and May. 

But a report commis¬ 
sioned by Cuadrilla Re¬ 
sources, which is drilling 
for gas outside the north¬ 
western English coastal 
town of Blackpool, cau¬ 
tioned that the tremors, 
measuring 1.9 and 2.8 on 
the Richter scale — were 
due to a combination of ge¬ 
ology and operations un¬ 
likely to happen again. 

Cuadrilla is the only 
company currently extract¬ 
ing shale gas using hy¬ 
draulic fracturing — a 
technique by which a mix 
of water, sand and chemi¬ 
cals are pumped deep in¬ 
side underground rock 
formations to free the gas. 

Fracturing operations 
were suspended on May 27 
following the detection of 
a tremor centred just out¬ 


side Blackpool. 

Environmental activists 
have raised concerns about 
the potential impact on 
water quality. Critics say 
fracking could poison wa¬ 
ter supplies, while the nat¬ 
ural gas industry says it’s 
been used safely for 
decades.

The recent actions of the 
Conservatives, in particu¬ 
lar Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper and Agri¬ 
culture Minister Geriy 
Ritz regarding the Cana¬ 
dian Wheat Board (CWB), 
disregard federal legisla¬ 
tion. 

The CWB was 
established through the 
Canadian Wheat Board 
Act (1943), federal legisla¬ 
tion providing farmers 
with a common econom¬ 
ic voice. The act mandates 
the process by which the 
CWB can be dissolved, ex¬ 
plaining that the govern¬ 
ment is legally bound to 
hold a plebiscite that re¬ 
sults in a majority of the 
CWB members voting in 
favour of dissolution. Our 
government has refused 
to follow this process. 

In lieu, the CWB held 
an independent 
plebiscite resulting in a 
62 per cent majority sup¬ 
porting the CWB single 
desk for wheat. Nonethe¬ 
less, Ritz tabled the Mar¬ 
keting Freedom for Grain 
Farmers Act, a bill that 
would dismantle the 
CWB by August of 2012. 

We are gravely 
concerned by our govern¬ 
ment’s failure to 
acknowledge the CWB 
Act.

The problem 
with many 
veggie burg¬ 
ers is that 
they try too 
hard to be hamburgers.
